By chance a copy of the Cetinji Psalm Book printed at Crnojevica printing house in 
1494 has. been discovered in the library of the Piva Monastery in Montenegro. This print¬ 
ing press was the first to be established on present day Yugoslavia. The very first book 
published was the Ochtoechos, an orthodox service book. However, the one printed there 
and most admired was the Cetinji Psalter. This remarkable church book contained the 
Psalms of David and some of the best liturgical and religious texts of the time. It was 
decorated with many ornaments and initials. Two flags were printed on all books produced 
by this press. It is believed that 400 or 500 copies of Psalter were printed. Until 
this time the only copy was in the Serbian National Library in Belgrade. 

Experts at the museum in Titograd planned an exhibition devoted to the famous Monte¬ 
negrin printer, Bozidar Vukovic. They set out to search for his books printed in Venice. 
The book collection at the Piva Monastery was known to include at least two of Vukovic 1 s 
books. When the curator, Rojka Raicevic examined the books, she discovered that one of 
them was not Vukovic's book but was a copy of the Cetinji Psalter. So by accident the 
famous Psalm book was discovered. 

The Crnojevic family in 1496 ceased to operate the printing shop. It was not until 
the beginning of the 19th century that another printing shop was established in Monte¬ 
negrin territory.
